alibi. The law baa common aenae 
enough in tbia one partioalar to pre- 
tame that a man who ia in Boston^ for 
instance, when a murder hi committed 
in Cincinnati oonld not have fixed the 
ihot or struck the blow. Therefore, 
let one aoeuaedof crime prove to the 

jury that he w:vh ill, some oflier point 

.ii a oertain critical hoar, aad be meat 
be declared innocent. This know- 
ledge makes the alibi a fayoritie de 

fence. If not clearly proved, it al- 
ways raises doubtl ami afford 

portunlty for argument. On the 

other hand, however, when an alibi is 
fairly beaten by the prosecution, then 

circumstantial evidence becomes the 

death-trap of the accused, and he baa 

no abow. 

One of the beat laid alibis I ere* 
ran up against in my career as adetec 

tive, and one of the easiest to work 
out after I got the end of the thread 
in hand, was put forward in a case in 
Iowa about twenty years ago.

Ill a well-known athletic club up 
town last week half a dozen young 
men of stalwart build, while sitting at 

a round table, became interested in 

discussing the question of the best 
general training considered from tho 
standpoint id' hygiene. It was but 
natural that every athletic enthusiast 
should have his own theory. The 
baseball devotee advocated work in 
the gymnasium, the canoeist debated 
in favor of the paddle, the lioxer de- 
sired to illustrate (he superiority of 
glove*, an oarsman was ready to meet 
all comers with the >\'nlls, an all- 
around athlete was sure that a tour 
on the cinder track gave the best play 
to the muscles and lungs, a yaehtman 
declared that a sprinkle of salt water 
was highly conducive to health, and 
a bieylist adhered to the theory that 
his machine kept him in perfect con- 
dition. Last to assert himself was a 
compactly built young man, who as- 
serted that swimming was the best 
exercise from every point of view. 
The young man gave as his authority 
a swimmer who had twenty-five years' 
experience as a general athlete. This 

athlete is Professor 'I'. P, Donaldson, 
of this city. 

Professor Donaldson is about five 
feet two inches in height. He was 
horn in a smalltown near London. In 
1806, he won the short distance swim- 
ming championship of England. At 
swimming and diving he has held 
many local championships in this 
country. lie has dived from High 
Bridge, New York, and Westmins- 
ter Bridge, London. Over sixty gold 
and silver medals have been won by 
him in various branches of athletic 
sports. 

" Of all the sports I have en 
in," said Professor Donaldson to (he 

reporter, "swimming 1 believe to bo 
the beet for the health. Foradoeea 

years and more swimming has boon 
my only exercise, and, although 1 am 
. d in a sedentary occupation in 
this (own all winter. I am in pretty 
good condition. Feel my muscle." 

The reporter being invited, put his 
hand on Professor Donaldson's biceps 
and on his thigh. They w er.' as hard 
as boards. 

" 1 find that swimming is the 
best physician I ever had," continued 
Professor Donaldson. "1 haven't 
had a doctor in ten years, and nothing 
is the matter with me. To what do 1 
attribute my healthy To salt water, 
in the lirst place. Did v on ever ob- 
serve t he change that lakes place in 
a society belle when she quits the 
round of dissipation and lives for a 
time at the seashore? The change 
can best he noticed by contrasting 

the young woman's appearance a few- 
weeks alter she has taken her daily 
plunge at the sea shore with that of a 
Woman who is freah from the city. 
The woman who has bathed is vigo- 
rous and ruddy, when the new arrival 
nnl and pale. It may not be 
that the young woman who lias bath- 
ed has gained all her muscles and 
plumpness by swimming. She has 
lain in the sand part of the afternoon, 
taken a hearty dinner, and slopt well

of this in my experience. Not long 
ago I taught a walloping big fellow, 
who must have weighed 250 pounds. 
He learned in two lessons. One day 
he wanted to jump off from a pier 
100 feet from tho shore ai d swim 
land. 1 thought he could do if, and I 
let him try, but I jumped into the 
water with him. For a few yards ho 
swam famously and then suddenly ho 
got something like stage fright. He 
spluttered and kicked, and tho more 
he kicked the further he got from 
land. I was thoroughly frightened, 
but I didn't let him know it. I could 
not have handled him if lie had given 
up, he was so big. His hair was 
tightly cropped so that I could not 
get hold of it. AH that I could do 
was to pat him on the shoulder and 
tell him he was all right, and then !• 
put one hand under his chin to keep 
his head above water. Ho fell pro- 
strate on the bench in a minute, utter- 
ly used up. If he had believed in 
himself he could have plowed along 
as well as I." 

"Should swimmers eat before en- 
tering tho water or after the bath ?" 

" Constitutions differ. There seems 
to be a notion prevalent that 
a bather should never go 
into the water before eating. 
While I would not advise bathers to 
eat immediately before going into 
the water, I behove, from observing 
thousands of men and from a quar- 
ter of a century's experience, that it 
is debilitating to bathe for any 
length of time with no food in the 
st o ma ch . Captain Webb used to sal 
a hearty meal shortly before going in- 
to the water. Or course, if you 
should eat a big, complicated dinner 
before bathing, you would suffer 
the consequences. The length of 
time a person can, with benefit 
to himself, remain in the water, 
depends on his constitution. One 
thing is certain ; if he does not fool 
well after his dip it is a sure sign that 
he needs a tonic, and in my opinion 
that tonic is continued sea bathing, 
taken moderately at first and then in- 
creasing the dose. For many bathers 
it is hotter at first to take a quick dip 
and then lie in the sand for an hour or 
two, enjoying a sun bath. Afterward 
the tonic of a sea bath may bo enjoy- 
ed for a longer time." 

" What is the host course to pursue 
in aiding people who are drowning V" 

"Grab 'em by the back hair and 
hold them at arm's length. I've no- 
ticed one thing about drowning peo- 
ple. When they are sinking the first 
time if they see you and they rise 
again they know whore to grapple 
with you, and the result is you both 
go down together, with a strong pro- 
bability that you will ho drowned. 
It is my advice that if you go to res- 
cue a drowning person you should 
swim around him and keep behind 
him so he won't see you when ho 
comes u p the second time. Another 
thing, when going to a person's res- 
cue, try to gain his confidence. It 
is a fact that one finger placed under 
a swimmer's body will keep him atloat 
if you can only get him to believe it." 

" What is the best time for bath- 
ing?" 

" Before breakfast or late in the 
afternoon. A glass of milk or a 
small cup of coffee should be taken if 
the bath is to be just after rising, and 
a sharp run afterward and a brisk 
rub with a towel will be of benefit. — 
Nino York iSun.

Pnper 1»oi»oI1k 
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One of the difficulties which have 
stood in tho way of the substitution 
of paper pulp for wood in the manu- 
facture of pencils has been the tough- 
m-ss of the paper covering, and its 
OOnseqnent resistance to the action of 
a knife. By a new process which has 
boon patented, the molecular Cohesion 
of the paper is modified in such a 
manner that it can he cm as easily as 
cedar wood. Tho paper is first of all 
made into tubes, and a qiianity of 
them are placed in a frame at the low- 
er end of a cylinder. The substance 
which is to he used as a marking mat- 
erial is placed in the cylinder while in 
a plastic condition, and sufficient 
pressure is then applied to force it 
into tho hollow centers of the paper 
tubes. After tho completion of the 
process the pencils are gradually dried 
at increasing temperatures during a 
period of six days, and they are then 
plunged into a vessel of molten par- 
attine wax, which has tho effect of 
modifying the texture of paper pulp

CONSTITUTION. 

AHTICLE I.— NAME. 

This association shall he called tlio "Na- 
tional Association of the Deaf.". 

ARTICLE II.— MEMBERSHIP. 

Any deaf citizen of the United States may 
become a member of this association upon 
the paymont of the initiation fee. 

ARTICLE III.— OFFICERS. 

Section 1 The officers of thlslAssoclaMon 
shall consist of a President, four Vice -I'resi 
dents a Sccrctury, a Treasurer and a Na- 
tional Executive Committee.

Thursday, August 22(1, dawned

The Central Kail Eload depot pre- 
sented • more l i v < • l v appearanoe than 
its wont, shortly after seven o'clock 
in the morning, as the picnickers 
gathered (O take the 7:. r >7 train. The 
nice " fresh " young man blossomed 

out with a posy in his button hole and 
his best gin 00 his arm, while older 
OOUpleS who had done duly in the 
same line a few years ago, looked on 

amused, or turned up with strings of 

young hopefuls who kepi, their par- 
ents' hands full in seeing that the 
little bodies kept whole skins on. 
There were no less than I wenly -li ve 

adult deaf, besides thy children. The 

Committee bustled round, seeing that 
all had the right tickets and that 
none got left. The train was on lime, 

and all were bandied aboard. On 

train, the time was passed pleasantly 
in cracking jokes and quiSEing the 
young people till we reached Canas- 
tola, where we disemharked to 
change cars. Here we met, the 

Syracuse delegation, who had arrived 

half an hour earlier, and hoarding the 
Sylvan Beaob train were off for the 
lake. The run was without incident 
of D«tS :ind all safely reached the 
destination at nine o'clock. 

This resort is now the most popular 
in this part, of the slate. It is on the 
north shore of < )neida Lake, and at its 
head where the largest inlet of (he 
lake enters it. The beaob is entirely 
of line while sand, sloping gently for 
along distance into I he lake, soil 

makes the finest bathing beach on any 

lake inland. Oneida Lake is by far 
the broadest of all the inland lakes of 
New York, and its shores are quite 
low, so th:il it offers a hroad mark for 
the wind from any quarter, and t he 
waves roll very high. This makes it 
dangerous for small boats and steam- 
ers hut rains a splendid surf along the 
beach, when tin' wind is toward it. 
There are half a dozen large Mild 
small hotels and many cottages there, 
a boat livery, roller coaster, water 
toboggan, and two photograph gal- 
leries for tlii' young man with his best 
girl. 

Our party strolled around chatting 

and "doing" the various attractions, 
till the other delegations from Oneida 
and vicinity had come in hy another 
road.
